ALL  giKiil  gardeners  know  that  nt  a 
certain  Mage  plants  must  |m>  cut 
hoik  drastically  if  they  are  to  grow 
and  flourish  But  Ud*  is  not  enough 
in  itself.  The  experienced  cultivator, 
fur  instance,  also  applies  fertilizer.  Or 
lie  transfers  healthy  characteristics  by 
grafting.  So  ir  I*  with  organl/allon*. 
whether  Thrift  r.amnal  or  mremnnorat. 
They  are  growing  things,  and  need 
close  attention. 

The  nations  of  tlie  West  have  recently 
taken  some  vigorous  steps  to  ensure 
the  health  of  one  of  their  most  import- 
ant organizations  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization  which  ensure.* 
their  common  defense.  They  have 
used  the  pruning  knife  and  the  tech- 
nique of  cross-grafting  with  skill:  and 
it  cannot  iw*  doubted  that  the  whole 
garden  is  now  cleaner  and  tidier  and 
that  our  hopes  for  its  future  progress 
ran  tie  higher  than  before. 

International  organizations  have  a 
tendency  to  fertility  in  committees, 
which  can  tie  a threat  to  their  effec- 
tiveness. But  the  12  nations  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization 
have  moved  more  quickly  than  usual 
to  meet  the  threat.  The  courageous 
reforms  rerthtly  announced  provide 
the  western  world  w ith  a mr«  hanism 
for  Ihe  common  defense  of  their  way 
of  life  which  is  neither  unwieldly  nor 
totalitarian.  Each  international  organ 
now  has  a dearly  defined  task  and  a 
clear  relationship  to  the  others. 

* * * 

There  is  a single  supreme  body,  the 
North  Atlantic  Council.  In  which  all 
12. nations  are  represented  by  minis- 
ters The  former  separate  committees 
of  foreign  ministers,  defense  ministers 
and  finance  ministers  are  absortied 
into  this  one  organ,  to  whose  meet- 
ings. held  three  or  four  times  a year, 
each  government  may  send  whichever 
ministers  are  most  ennerrned  with  the 
current  problems.  Meads  of  govern- 
ments may  attend  in  person  if  it  is 


thought  that  clnumMarm*'*  Ju«ufy 
such  a meeting. 

In  between  meetings  uf  the  supreme 
couth  n.  Atlantic  affair*  will  centre  on 
the  12  imqnber  council  nf  deputies, 
which  will  N*  In  "permanent  session  in 
London  as  tie  fort*  But  the  deputies' 

.scope  is  now  greatly  extended,  Instead 
of  only  representing  the  foreign  min- 
isters, they  will  in  future  pull  together 
all  the  threads  ot  the  oiyam/ation,  anil 
ll -is- expected  that  they  will  »*•  able 
to  deal  with  most  oi  the  problem* 
referred  lo  them  without  awaiting  a 
meeting  nf  the  supreme  fwtnrtlr >l  tvr* 
for  the  first  time  the  Atlantic  nations 
will  possess  a central  organ,  meeting 
almost  dally,  which  can  unravel  tangles 
und  head  off  collision*-  of  interest  in 
any  sphere.  The  deputies  are  also  to 
lie  furnished  with  a more  adequate 
staff  of  officials. 

* a • 

Perhaps  the  most  imp 'riant  step, 
however,  is  Ihe  creation  of  thg  finan- 
cial and  economic  board  i<>  unite  the 
vv>>rk  previously  done  by  the  perma- 
nent staff  of  the  committee  of  finance 
ministers,  the  advisory  group  on  raw 
materials,  and  the  "group  of  12  w hich 
has  been  working  in  Paris  on  ihe  prob- 
lem of  sharing  economic  burdens  be- 
tween the  partner  nations.  These 
lesser  bodies  did  useful  work  but  larked 
the  authority  which  the  new  Ixmrd  will 
posses*,  and  like  all  specialist  organs 
they  tended  to  become  separated  by 
watertight  harriers.  The  financial  and 
economic  hoard  will  he  able  to  keep  the 
whole  range  of  economic  problem*  con- 
stantly under  review;  it  will  also,  since 
it  Is  based  in  Paris  t„.  able  in  draw  on 
the  ex|>erlctice  and  team  spirit  of  tlie 
experts  who  have  made  a success  of 
the  European  Recovery  ITogram  Ulns* 

rn-opcrt»ilon  wdl  lx*  of  enormous  value 
in  adjusting  the  needs  of  defense  and 
those  nf  ihe  European  economy. 

No  sudden  break  with  tlie  past  In 
represented  by  these  new  reforms. 
Throughout  Its  short  life  the  North 
Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  has 
shown  a remarkable  ability  to  adjust 
it*  structure  to  changing  need*  and 
realities  In  the  original  blueprint  for 
the  organization  there  wax  no  mention 
of  the  council  of  deputies  itself,  hot 
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commercials  had  reached  their  limit, 
it  nrrely  seems  possible  to  think  up 
ur.\  new  absurdities,  eloquent  though 
the  American  language  is. 

Radio  and  Juke  boxes  apart,  though, 
the  Ability  to  turn  off  your  ears  ts  a 
hondv  thing  Indeed  if  newspapermen, 
for  one  weren’t  able  to  do  the  trick 
automatically  ro  paper  would  ever  be 
published.  They  are.  perhaps,  out 
standing  ptacfitiqners  of  the  an  of 
--elective  deafness.

TMF.  stabilizers  In  Washington  are 
muttering  darkly  pi  the  direction 
of  the  Government  'of  Uansda.  Tlie 
Immediate  cause  of  their  displeasure 
In  that  Canadian  mills  have  raised 
the  price  of  newsprint  and  tlie  Cana- 
dian Government  seem*  disposed  not 
to  Interfere. 

However,  then-  are  people  in  Wash- 
ington who  have  been  unhappy  for 
some  time  about  the  Canadian  policy 
which  m against  frying  to  control 
prices.  The  Canadians  say  they  once 
tried  controls  and  they  did  not  work 
So  they  prefer  to  try  to  stem  inflation 
by  balancing  their  budget  and  restrict 
ing  credit. 

There  arc  dark  hints  that  unless  Ihe 
Canadian*  run  their  country  according 
to  the  Washington  idea  they  may  pay 
lor  their  recalntranre.
